Musica Was ‘Wrecker’ 
The late Philip Musica inflated 
the assets of the McKesson and 


Robbins Drug Company by $500,000 
cnly a year after he organized the 


‘firm from his small hair tonic busi- 


ness, an accountamt testified in Fed- 
eral court yesterday. 

The witness was Russell G. Ran- 
kin, head of a firm of certified pub- 
lie aeeountants. He testified for 
the government at the trial of five 
men charged with participating in 
the frauds by which Musica inflated 
the assets of the company by $21,- 
000,000 before he was uncoveted in 
December, 1938, when he killed him- 
self. Those on trial are Horace B. 
Merwin, Bridgeport, Conn., banker; 
John H. McCloon, former vice presi- 
dent of McKesson and Robbins in 
charge of accounting; Rowley W. 
Phillips, Waterbury, Conn., broker, 
and John amd Leonard Jenkins, 
brothers of Musica’s widow. 

Rankin testified that he warned 
Merwin in 1926 that Musica, who 
then had changed his name to F. 
Donald Coster, was “Wrecking” the 
company by hie wild financial 
schemes. 

Rankin said his company made 
two audits of the drug firm’s books 
and that in nine months the value 
of an item marked “patents, trade 
marks and formulas” had jumped 
in appraisal value from $100,000 to 
$600,000. This, he said, had boosted 
the common stock of the company 
by $5 a share. 

The first audit for the year end- 


ing Dec. 31, 1925, was completed in 


March, 1926, he said, and contained 
the item “good will” with a value of 
$100,000. The second audit, com- 
pleted in September, had “good 
will” crossed out and “patents, 
trade marks and formulas” substi- 
tuted, 


Rumania Gets 
Trade Note 
From Germany 


, BUCHAREST, March 22 (UP).— 
Dr. Carl Clodius, ace Nazi economic 
negotiator, has delivered to the Ru- 
manian government a four-point 
letter suggesting it form the basis 
for important German-Rumanian 
economic discussions, it was learned 
tonight in official circles. 

It was denied that the letter was 
a German ultimatum. The letter 
was described merely as a “guide” 
for the negotiations which already 
are under way. 

The letter stated that Germany 
desires: 

1. Lowering the exchange rate 
between the Rumanian lai and the 
German mark, long a sore point of 
discussion between the two coun- 
tries. 

2.. Speeding up oil production 
and increasing the volume of gen- 
eral trade between Rumania and 
Germany. 

3. Improvement of transporta- 
tion facilities. 

4. Speeding up Rumanian agri- 
cultural production. 

Of these’ four points, the heav- 
lest stress was laid on the latter.

Germans Take 79 Lives 
Since Last 
Tuesday 


LONDON, March 22 (UP). — A 
British submarine, penetrating Ger- 
man-mined waters of the Kattegat, 
between Denmark and Sweden, has 
sunk the first German merchant- 
man to fall victim. to a British tor- 
pedo in this war, the Admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

The victim was the seetiiersibti 
4,947 tons, reportedly loaded with 
Swedish iron ore for Germany: 

Germany was not idle in the sea 
war. Its planes, mines and especial- 
ly its torpedoes have taken an &s- 
timated 79 lives since’ Tuesday. In 
that period, seven vessels — one 
British, one Dutch, and five Danish 
—have been sunk and six others— 
two British, three Norwegian and 
one Swedish—have been damaged 
by mines, bombing planes and tor- 
pedoes. Five of the vessels sunk 
have been sent to the bottom by 
torpedoes or in circumstances which 
indicated submarine action and 
bombs and mines have Geatroyed 
one apiece. 

British naval circles claimed that

Voids All Acts

CHUNGKING, Ma March 22 (UP).— 
The Chungking government re- 
mains the true government of 
China and it will consider all un- 
dertakings of puppet regimes such 
as the new Nanking government to 
be null and void, a government 
spokesman said today. 

The spokesman said that Wang 
Ching-Wel, who will head the new 
Japan-sponsored Nanking govern- 
ment, is “fooling himself” if he 
thinks he can abrogate the under- 
takings of the Chungking regime. 

Kuo Mo-Juo, chief of the propa- 
ganda bureau of the National Mil- 
itary Council, in commenting on 
the impending inauguration of the 
Nanking “government,” said that 
“Nanking will be Wang Ching- 
Wei's grave.” : 

The Hankow Herald, which was 
moved here when the Japanese 
captured Hankow, described the 
preparations to launch the “Nan- 
king Government” as ‘a monkey 
show with a Japan holding the 
monkey's rope and beating a gong.”

Bring Back the Bill of 
Rights to New York 


¢ All New York stands aghast at the sec- 
ond outrageous violation of civil liberties 
when 350 policemen brutalized 23 pickets 
and ran down spectators before the French 
consulate on Fifth Avenue last Thursday. 

These 238 Americans were picketing 
the bestial decree of the Daladier govern- 
ment returning 100,000 Spanish anti-fascist 
refugees té6 almost certain death at the 
hands of Franco. The decree is already an 
international scandal and is, at thé same 
time, a damning expose of French imperial- 
ism’s “war for democracy.” 

But despite the growing protests of la- 
bor and liberals against this police riot, what 
seemed impossible Has happened. The cal- 
lousness of Mayor LaGuardia’s police is 
even surpassed by the open endorsement of 
this brutality by the New York Post. 


According to a Post editorial yesterday 
if you protest by peaceful picketing, it’s be- 
ing done “in pursuance of orders” from Mos: 
cow and is “being financed by payment of 
money sent here from abroad.” If people 
express their convictions against an inhu- 


man piece of cruelty, they become “agents .. 


of foreign principals.” 


If people protest against the tyranny of : 
the reactionary French government—tyr- 


anny extending against the French people, 
it becomes “anti-French feeling.” If people 
exercise their lawful right to picket, in ac- 
cordance with the Bill of Rights, the Post 
calls “upon Attorney General Jackson be en- 
force the law” against them. 

Through this aggregation of vicious lies, 
slanders and distortions, the Post is at- 
tempting to do even what Hearst and other 
such outspoken war-mongers have not yet 
done. Always Social-Democracy—whose pol- 
icy the Post here follows—has become the 
chief hangman of civil liberties and the 
workers in the interest of imperialism’s

(about one cent) per day. 

FULL STATEMENT 

The statement follows: 

* “The action of the National Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Spanish Ref- 
ugee Relief Campaign, taken at its 
meeting on March 19, 1940, by a 
slim majority deserves the most 
thorough condemnation by all sup- 
porters of the Spanish Refugee 
cause in this country, and such 
condemnation is hereby expressed 
by the Greater New York Commit- 
tee of the Spanish Refugee Relief 
Campaign. 

“On February 15 to 18, there was 
held in Mexico City a Continental 
Conference to Aid Spanish Ref- 
ugees.

The 
program adopted by the conference 
was patterned on that suggested by 
the Spanish Refugee Relief Cam- 
paign in its proposals for the agenda 
of the Conference. These proposals 
were sent out over the signature of 
Mr. Herman F. Reissig, the execu- 
tive secretary of the organization, 
to all those groups and organiza- 
tions which were invited to attend 
the Conference. 

“This program, as developed and 
approved at the Conference in 
Mexico City, received the unanimous 
approval of all the delegations from 
the Latin-American countries. Even 
during the Conference, several 
Latin-American countries indicated

cause which they represent. 


DICTATORIAL PROCEDURE 


“These actions and the subsequent 
dismissal on trumped-up disciplin- 
ary charges of two executive mem- 
bers of the staff whose loyalty to 
the Spanish cause and actions in 
seeking to effect the approved pro- 
gram of the organization cannot be 
questioned, is further proof of the 
national Executive Board's dictato- 
rial and irresponsible policy. 

“Today there are nearly 200,000 

Spanish refugees in France and 
its North African possessions. Of 
these, approximately 54,000 men 
are working in forced labor gangs 
at a wage of 50 centimes a day. 
Nearly 20,000 children, of whom 
approximately 10,000 are in con- 
centration camps, are living under 
horrible conditions without even 
the barest necessities. Forty thou- 
and women, many of whom are 
separated from their families, 
haye neither adequate shelter, 
food, clothing nor medical atten- 
tion. More than 3,000 wounded 
and crippled are suffering be- 
cause of an almost total lack of 
care. At least 8,000 men are 
hended behind barbed wire; in 
concentration camps which have 
earned the severest condemna- 
tion of all humane observers. Ef- 
forts of international agencies 
to care for these refugees have. 
been consistently interfered with 
and hindered. by the French au- 
thorities, Great moral and phy- 
sical persuasion have been applied 
to the refugees in an effort to 
force them back to fascist Spain 
where death or imprisonment 
await them, and many have been 
sent back against their will. 


PARALYZE CAMPAIGN 
“Under these circumstances, the 


attitude expressed at the recent ° 


National Executive Board meeting 
of the Spanish Refugee Relief Cam- 
paign constitutes a serious crime 
against the refugees. Instead of be- 
ing concerned solely with aiding the 
Spanish refugees, and defending 
them against any ill-treatment, the 
Board has shown itself to be more 
interested in white-washing the 
French Government. While pub- 
licly expressing his disapproval of 
the public protest against the 
French Government’s inhuman 
treatment of the Spanish refugees, 
Mr. Reissig, the Executive Secretary 
of the organization, has failed to 
lift his voices against the brutality 
used by the police in attempting to 
deny to the protestants their right 
to be heard. This position is repu- 
diated by all real supporters of the 
Spanish refugee cause who will un- 
doubtedly. disassociate themselves 
from such leadership.

Exhibition in Nishni-Novgorod, Gor- 
ky had already called special atten- 
tion to the Finnish painters, to 
their democratic spirit and their 
ability to grasp the nature of their 
country and its people. 

“The genre pictures,” wrote Gor- 
ky, referring to the Russian paint- 
ers, “which are represented at the 
Exhibition, are almost lost in the 
mass of landscape pictures, There 
is no doubt that little d, with 
its painters, can serve as @ model 
to Russia. There is, for example, 
Alstead’s picture, ‘Suffering.’ One 
sees at once that the painter deeply 
felt what he portrayed. ,The picture 
shows a churchyard. Between the 
graves there stands 4, group’ of 
people, and in the midst is a small 
coffin, and in it a child. 


Touched Heart 
Of the Artist 


“The faces of the girls, who are’ 
hymns of mourning, are 
bp a much sofrow is 
depicted in their features and in 
the features of all who are gathered 
round the coffin. ... This theme, 
it is true, is not original, but one 
sees at once that-it is treated with 
soul and warmth, and that this lit- 
tle scene of domestic grief touched 
the heart of the artist. Ernefeld’s 
picture, ‘Fire,’ shows people raking 
among ashes and gleaming embers 
at the scene of a fire) How much 
drama, sorrow and care is expressed 
im this picture!

In a forest, in the midst 
of snow, under gloomy frost-covered 
trees, a bright camp fire is burning. 
Three Finns are sitting round the 
fire. On their faces and all round 
there is reflected the gleam from 
the red flames of the fire. One has 
the feeling that the heart of the 
pain burns more warmly than 
the fire with love for his bleak 
country, and for the gloomy, ‘sad, 
tired, toil-worn people. In every 
genre picture of a Finn there is 
most strikingly revealed to the 
spectator this love of country and 
its people. . 

It was net until the year 1905-06 
that Gorky first had the opportu- 
nity of becoming more closely ac- 
guainted with Finland, when, after 
serving. a sentence in the fortress 
of Peiro-Pavlovsk, after his banish- 
ment to the Livland gubernia, and 
efter a short stay, under police sur- 
yeillance, in the Crimea, he settled 
down in Finland for the first time 
in the summer of 1905, at the same 
time remaining in contact with. the 
Russian and Finnish revolution- 
aries. When he was again threat- 
ened with persecution by the Gov- 
ernment for his participation in the 
December revolt of 1905, his extra- 
ordinary popularity among the rev- 
olutionaty Finnish intelligentsia and 
the Finnish people increased still 
more. 

Visits Finland on 
Return from U. 8. 

In January, 1906, Gorky was sent 
by the Bolshevik Party to America 
to raise funds for the victims of 
Czarist oppression. He returned to 
Russia via Finland. His reception 
in that country assumed forms 
\| Which are rarely seen. 

On January 22 there took place in, 
Helsingfors a great Russian-Fin- 
nish evening, at which Gorky was 
present. As Skitaletz writes in his 
memoirs: On this evening Gorky, 
Andreyeva, Axel Gallen, the Finnish 
painter, and the commandant of 
(as the People’s 
Militia in Finland was called at that 
time) sat together at a round table 
in a hotel. 

“Please translate to Axel,” said 
Gorky to Andreyeva, “that I shall 
never forget Finland and its splen- 
did people, its painters and patriots,’ 
and the happy days I haye spent in 
this country.” 

After Andreyeva had translated 
Goiky’s words into French, Gallen 
smiled with pleasure and offered 
Gorky his hand. 

At that. moment there was heard 
from the street the music of a 
band. All rushed to the windows. 
The street was full of people in 
holiday Attire.

salute and said: 

“The people demand it of you.”

The joyous procession moved off. 
In front, stretching the whole 
breadth of the street, there went a 
dense throng of people. Behind the 
sleigh went thousands of people 
with bare heads. The crowd was 
tremendous. At least 40,000 persons 
took part in the demonstration, as 
the writer Skitaletz, an eye-witness 
of this event, reported. 

There is a report by the Peter- 
burg Police Depariment of the 
Ministry of the Interior dealing 
with the same event, and giving 
some other details:

Lou Ambers, the guy who wanted to 
study music but couldn’t afford to. Ceferino Garcia, who got that ter- 
rific right looper wielding a bolo knife on a Filipino plantation. 

You can’t call these boys-glamour boys as you could one of the 
rare exceptions, Enzo Fiermonte, circus fighter who was on a society 

-hunt. The only glamour about the average fighter is that of a kid 
‘trying to get along in a tough racket, 

There's an old saying.in the fight game about hungry fighters. 

It applies to a guy tetting his first big chance and needing a win badly 
~for the dough in it. And hungry fighters are supposed to be pretty 
“dangerous guys. : 

But every boy in the ring is a hungry fighter—with the ex- 
ception of the very few who have hit the top and cashed in big. 
And the champ who goes soft is finished quick, Nope, fighters 
don’t come from Park. Avenue. They don’t come from places 
where there's no poverty, no hunger. 

And through the years, it'll be the same story. Of more guys just 
vad the hungry ex-hobo who became a great champion.
